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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 6-1 0 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed 
the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on September 25, 
2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 , 4, 1 1 -1 5, 41 , 44, 45, 48, 49-52 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Farrow, U. S. Patent 5,267,767. 

4. Farrow teaches Claim fairing for a bicycle comprising: a) attachment 
means (struts 36 and split block 38) for releasably mounting the fairing to 
the vehicle 10. The fairing has a front pane 441 that is generally disposed 
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adjacent to a front side of the veliicle when the device is mounted on the 
vehicle and a pair of side panels (walls 28 and 30) adjacent to the front 
panels, each of the side panels generally disposed adjacent to a side of the 
vehicle when the device is mounted on the vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 5, 42, 43, 46, 47 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

6. Claims 55-64 are allowed.
